From the time the first scat­ 
tered returns began trickling in, 
the trend was unm istakable. By 
m idnight the Roosevelt lead had 
grown to such commanding pro­ 
portions th a t President Hoover, 
awaiting the result in the seclu­ 
sion of his Palo Alto home con­ 
ceded defeat and wired the New 
York governor his congratula­ 
tions.

Meanwhile,

Democratic 
surge was electing a strong m a­ 
jority iff both houses of congress. 
Although returns were incom­ 
plete early today, more th an a 
score Democrats and only a few 
Republicans had been placed in 
the 32 senate seats involved in 
this year’s contests. In the con­ 
tests for the 435 house seats 
nearly 200 Democrats had won 
when Republican winners num ­ 
bered less th an fifty. 
These contests saw the down­ 
fall of m any a fam iliar figure of 
Capitol Hill. The genial Jim W at­ 
son for years Senator from In­ 
diana and since 1929 Republican 
floor leader lost to Frederick Van 
Nuys,

Democrat. 
Senator 
George Moses of New Hampshire, 
famed for his allusion to western 
insurgents as “sons of the wild 
jackass” w ent down to defeat. 
So, too, did Smoot of Utah, vet­ 
eran chairm an of the senate fi­ 
nance com m ittee whose nam e is 
borne by the current and much 
discussed tariff law. 
House upsets swept from office 
alike the Patrician Ruth P ratt of 
New York and the fiery Fiorello 
La Guardia, staunch friend of 
labor. The Connecticut district 
now represented by John Q. Til- 
son, form er house Republican 
floor leader w ent Democratic, 
with Francis T. Maloney, defeat­ 
ing Republican T. A. D. Jones, 
the famous form er Yale football 
coach. 
D orm ant but by no m eans for­ 
gotten while candidates discussed 
economic 
issues 
through 
the 
campaign, prohibition, and its 
future, was very m uch involved 
in the day’s voting. 
Roosevelt and his vice-presi­ 
dential running m ate, John N. 
G arner of Texas, were elected 
on a platform pledging the re­ 
peal of the Eighteenth Amend­ 
m ent and im m ediate legaliza­ 
tion of beer. 
Their ability to 
fulfill this pledge hung, how­ 
ever, on the elections to con­ 
gress. 
Of the first 103 house m em ­ 
bers definitely elected, 103 were 
classed by wet or dry organiza­ 


tions as favoring repeal or re­ 
vision. Of twelve senators for 
whon% th e vote was conclusive, 
nine were on record for repeal. 
An analysis of the presiden­ 
tial returns showed no section 
untouched by th e Democratic 
trium ph. 
The South made up 
for its 1928 departure by retu rn­ 
ing with em phasis to the Demo­ 
cratic fold, carrying w ith them 
the sometimes debatable border 
states. 
In the East, tiny Delaware 
gave Hoover its three electoral 
votes while the Democrats were 
sweeping New York and New 
Jersey.

Executive led, but inconclusive­ 
ly, in Pennsylvania, in which 
the strongly Republican Phila­ 
delphia districts gave him a vote

New York w ent for Roosevelt 
and lost no tim e about it. E ast­ 
ern Republican leaders conced­ 
ed the state both to Governor 
Roosevelt and H erbert Lehman, 
Democratic gubernatorial can­ 
didate, early in the vote-count­ 
ing. New York city gave the 
governor an 8 00,000 plurality to 
offset a Hoover advantage of 
200,000 in other parts of the 
state.

Aside from the six states al­ 
ready mentioned* as for Hoover, 
not a single state west of the 
Alleghenies, on the basis of re­

the state of his birth, Iowa, or 
th a t of his present residence, 
California.

The Tech rig ht end succeeded 
in carry ing o u t his assig nment.
